All of us know that victory 
in South Korea isn't complete with- 
out definite U. S. or U. N. control 
ol North Korea, too. Russia can 
threaten us again, either on the 
question of our crossing the 38th 
parallel into North Korea, or by 
starting another border war in the 
Balkans — or possibly even in Ber- 
lin.Should we let our guard down. 
for an instant Russia might be ex- 
pected to risk a pass at World War 
III. That's the true measure of the 
crisis. 
But the American people know 


this. They made a ghastly mistake 
by disarming after World War I; 
and while armament was cut down 
at the end of World War II we still 
kept both arms and determination 
to fight — as evidenced by the na 
lion's solid rise to meet the emerg 
gency when the North Koreans 
poured southward.

She can then make, 
the final effort for world domin 
ation. Whether she will do so. No 
one knows."

Washington, Sept. 28 — (/P) —Gov- 


ernment promises of larger sup- 
)lies and lower prices of meat to- 
day showed signs of fulfilment. 


As the 
agriculture department 


predicted several weeks ago, the 
novement of cattle and hogs from 
'arms to slaughter market is be 
Sinning 
to 
increase. 
Likewise 


ilaughterers are beginning to cut 
their buying prices. These price 
cuts should soon be reflected 
in 


retail price levels. 


It is normal for meat supplies 


to bo lowest and prices highest in 
the late summer. That is the sea- 
son of 
smallest 
marketings of 


meat, animals. Farmers are busy 
then with crop cultivating 
and 


harvesting operations and with fat- 
tening of meat animals. 


Normally, farm sales begin to 


expand in late September. They 
usually reach the year's highest 
level in December and January. 


As evidence of increasing meat 


supplies, the 
agriculture depart- 


ment reported that meat produc- 
tion last week totaled 328,000,000 
pounds. This was an increase of 
6 per cent over the previous weok 
and 11 per cent above production 
in the correspondent week last year 


The bulk of this increase 
was 


pork. Hog slaughter was 9 per cent 
greater than in the previous week. 


Market 
receipts of hogs last 


week were said to have been the 
largos for the season to date and 
of re-cord proportions for this time 
of year. 


Supplies of beef cattle at major 


markets also were the largest of 
the season. Receipts showed 
an 


increase over the previous week, 
but unlike hogs were considerably 
smaller than a year ago. 


Corn crop developments during 


the next 10 days may greatly in- 
fluence slaughter supplies of beef 
cattle. Early killing fronts would 
catch much corn before it has

Will Take Time 
to Make Reds 
Register 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, Sept. 26 — (XP) —Here 


is a step-by-step explanation of 
why — under the new anti-Com- 
munist law — it may take'the gov 
ernment years to make Commu 
nists register, if it ever can do so. 


In the first place, this law 
is 


aimed at two groups: Communist 
"action" organizations and Com- 
munist "front" organizations. And 
the law itself 
explains 
what it 


means by both: 


1. A Communist action organi- 


sation is one which is directed and 
controlled by Moscow, as part of 
a world-wide Communist conspira- 
cy, and secretly plans to 
over- 


throw this government by force. 


2. A Communist front is run by 


a Communist action organization 
although perhaps 
concealing its 


real purpose, and may even have 
members who not only are no 
Communists but may be innocen 
of its nature. 


But who's going to decide wheth 


er some organization is a Commu 
nist action group on a Communis 
front? The 
subversive

ty to register and it ignored the 
order, the leaders and the mem- 
bers could be tried, jailed and 
fined.) 
But assume he leaders 
appear 


efore the board to defend them 
elves and the party. This trial— 
r, rather, examination — migh 
;ake months. 
(The trial of the 11 Communis 


eaders in New York 
took 
nine 


months. But there the governmen 
lad to prove only conspiracy t 
,each overthrow of 
the 
govern 


hrow of the government. 


(But under this new law the gov 


ernment may have to prove no 
only such a conspiracy but prov 
oo that the party is controlled b 
Moscow.) 
But say the board hears all th 


evidence, decides the Communi 
party is an action organization 
and orders it to register. Does 
have to do so immediately? 


No. It can appeal to the U. 


Court of Appeals, asking the cou 
to rule that the board's order 
illegal and its decision wrong. 


If the appeals court upholds tl 


board, the Communists still can aj 
peal to the Supreme court. And all 
this legal 
sparring 
might 
take 


three years or more. 


But if the Supreme court 
up- 


holds the board and the appeals 
court, then the party finally 
is 


considered an action organization 
and must register. But — 
• 


If the Communists still refuse to 


register, the government at 
last 


can arrest them and put them on 
trial for refusing to register. That's 
not the end. 


If convicted, they can then ap- 


peal to the U.S. Court of Appeals. 
If turned down there, they 
still 


can appeal to the Supreme'; court. 
If the Supreme court turns' them 
down, then they must go to jail. 


But by this time 
maybe 
four 


years will have elapsed since Sat- 
urday, Sept. 23, 1950, when this 
anti-Communist law went into ef- 
fect. And — something else might 
happen: 


Suppose the Supreme court up- 


held the board's order for the Com- 
munist, party to register. As cx- 
plaine.d, if they then didn't regis- 
ter, the Communists could be ar- 
rested and tried. But — 


Suppose just before the Supreme 


court gave its ruling, the party sud- 
denly dissolved and bobbed up un- 
der a new name. Would the gov- 
ernment have to start the whole 
business all over again with the 
new party? 


Or would some U. S. court rule- 


that the new party was really ihe 
old party? No one can give the 
answer to that one yet.
